Co., branch office, 520 N. Grand Avenue, 
was denied. 


Carried. 


The Commission understands that .com- 
plaints from St. Mary School area were due 
to a misunderstanding and that the present 
regulations do not prohibit the act of dis- 
charging or picking up passengers in front 
of the school. Therefore, it being incon- 
sistent with the present regulation, the 
Commission denied request for a Loading 
Zone in front of the school. 


Carried. 


Request from Pennsylvania Avenue Bap- 
tist Church for permission to park on the 
west side of Pennsylvania from Grand River 
to Potter on Sundays from 9 A.M to 1 
P.M. was denied. Four Sunday checks 
during church and Sunday School, hours 
showed that there was ample parking with- 
in 3800 feet of the church which was con- 
sidered a reasonable distance from church. 
The Commission denied the request not 
wishing to set up a hazard for people who 
would have to cross Pennsylvania Avenue 
5 parking were permitted on the west 
side.

The secre- 
tary was instructed to contact the princi- 
pals of Kalamazoo Street School and West 


Junior High to see if all teachers knew 
about the parking arrangements on the lot 
on W. Washtenaw between Townsend and 
Walnut. 


Carried. 


At the request of the Vera-Kleen Cleaners 
and Dyers, 407 N. Washington, it was 
moved and supported to recommend to City 
Council that two 12-minute meters be in- 
stalled just north of the bus stop to replace 
two 60-minute meters. 


Carried. 


As a matter of information the Com- 
mission was advised of the change of the 
parking regulation from the east side to 
the west side of Chicago Avenue. It was 
moved and supported that no action be 
taken on a petition to change it back 
to the east side.

As the request for courtesy parking by 
the Women’s Society of Central Methodist 
Church for a district meeting May 22 and 
23, was referred to the traffic engineer, by 
City Council, the Commission left it up to 
him to make suggestions for off-street park- 
ing in the area. 


The problem of so-called “L’’ turn was 
tabled. 


The Commission knew of no action it 
could take to alleviate the cause of a com- 
plaint by a drug store operator on the 
corner of Butler and Ottawa, relative to 
ears parking all night and during store 
hours in recessed area. Parking in these 
recessed areas is exempt for the 2 A.M. - 
5 A.M. regulation by Council resolution. 


Request for 30 minute metered parking 
instead of 2-hour parking in front of 
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Everybody’s Market in the 500 block S. 
Washington was tabled for further study. 
A priority list of capital outlay items 
for the Commission was read and approved. 
This list was requested by the Ways and 
Means Committee of the City Council. 


It was suggested that the Commissioners 
meet for a tour of the Commission facili- 
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ties on Thursday, March 21, 1957.

It was suggested that each month the 
agenda be sent out early so as to enable 
Board members to survey areas and streets 


under consideration and therefore better 
qualified to make recommendations. 


Carried. 


A discussion was held relative to meeting 
date and time. It was decided that the 
third Thursday of each month at 2:00 P.M. 
be set as the meeting date and time, sub- 
ject to change by a majority vote of Board 
members. 


A letter from the City Attorney was read 
and discussed and it was moved and sup- 
ported that this be tabled for further study 
with a copy of charter regulations cover- 
bed Board members be sent to each mem- 

er. 


Carried. 


A motion was made and seconded that 
a recommendation be sent to City Council 
that the request from the Downtown Busi- 
ness Association, relative to placing 20 
foot Christmas trees in center of eight 
intersections on Washington Avenue from 
Shiawassee to Lenawee be denied. Also, 
traffic engineer was instructed to work 
with DBA to devise appropriate and effect- 
ive Christmas decorations.

A motion was made and seconded that 
a letter of recommendation be sent to City 
Council that a traffic signal be installed 
at the intersection of Elm & ‘Townsend. 
Cost of equipment and installation to be 
paid by Oldsmobile.

It was moved and supported that a 
recommendation be sent to City Council 
that after the relocation of island at Elm 
& Townsend, traffic on the east side of 
the island be restricted to one-way north- 
bound and no parking on both sides of 
Townsend from Elm to Olds Ave.

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It was moved and seconded that the 
recommendation for No Left Turns from 
Cedar into Greenlawn be tabled for fur- 
ther study. 


Carried. 


After a lengthy discussion it was moved 
and supported that a 3-phase operation be 
set up to expedite left turns from the 
south on Cedar to go west on Holmes, and 
prohibit left turns from the north on Cedar 
to go east on Holmes. 


Carried. 


A motion was made and seconded that 
a letter of recommendation be sent to 
City Council that Left Turns be prohibited 
from Grand River into High and from 
Grand River into Pennsylvania. 


Carried. 


After much discussion it was moved and 
supported that the request from the motel 
owners at Main & Washington for a left 
turn for vehicles southbound on Washing- 
ton to turn left at Main to go east on 
Main be tabled until the next meeting.
